2. Living conditions for the average person were very poor in January 1949; the 
incomes of most people were insufficient.. The living standards of the CCP 
officials were also low. Officials wore not paid in cash but in kaoliang, on 
the basis of a point-system, bach point or unit of salary was equ&l to one 
and three-eighths catties of rice (probably kaoliang) « Ordinary officials 
received 50 or 60 units per month. Because of the low salaries,, soms OOP 
officials were taking "squeeze."
